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The Pyramids of Ghizeh, situated on the western bank 
of the Nile at the edge of the Libyan Desert, are tombs 
of three ancient Egyptian kings—Cheops, Chephren, and 
Mycerinus—by whom they were erected B.C. 3733, 3666, 
and 3633 respectively. Each is built with huge blocks of 
stone, the largest pyramid being 451 feet in height, and 
each of its four sides measuring 775 feet. 
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
